It is very gratifying to know that Mr. Symonds’s book, 
originally published six years ago at three guineas, has 
now justified a cheaper edition which will bring it within 
the reach of a number of collectors who must originally 
have resisted a sore temptation on account of its price. 
For this work, from the point of view both of the jumble 
buyer who likes to pick up an old specimen of furniture 
from time to time and of the rich one who must needs 
adorn his house with “ period ’’ rooms of unimpeachable 
authenticity, is undoubtedly the most valuable that has 
ever been published. The great works of the late Percy 
Macquoid, the monumental Dictionary of Mr. Ralph 
Edwards stand by themselves of course as_ historical

surveys of this highly enthralling subject. But here, in 
a comparatively small space, Mr. Symonds has collected 
more miscellaneous information about genuine and spurious 
furniture than has ever been attempted before. This 
book is moreover illustrated by a large number of admirably 
reproduced photographs of fine specimens from the Gothic 
dole-cupboard at the Victoria and Albert Museum (which 
occurs in practically every illustrated book on old furni- 
ture) to the fine satinwood articles made at the end of 
the eighteenth century. 

The literature of antique collecting is now prodigious, 
and there have been far too many books laid before 
the public by writers of miniature experience, who seek 
to satisfy the longing for information which naturally

characterises the beginner. A whole library of books will 
not supply the knowledge bought of experience, which 
must be long and frequently expensive. But good books, 
thoroughly studied, will save both time and money. For 
those whose inclination is towards walnut-wood furniture, 
Mr. Percival’s book will be an excellent primer, for it 
covers articles belonging to what may be called the first 
comfortable period in English domestic history with a wealth 
of detail and sound advice. This work, produced at the 
price of an ordinary novel, is also really well illustrated 
with many plates and a number of useful line drawings. 
Mr. Symonds’s book is for the more advanced student, 
for the collector who in fact has some pretensions to 
being a connoisseur. Mr Percival gives, besides notes 
upon known designers of furniture and a useful glossary, 
some excellent hints on the preservation and repair of 
old specimens, together with some account of various pieces 
of luck that have befallen collectors. The lady whose 
gardener had noticed a sort of old cupboard at a local sale 
which he wanted her to let him buy to keep in his potting 
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shed was wonderfully fortunate when she discovered (to 
the gardener’s disgust !) that for £2 10s. of her money he 
had bought a “ really lovely veneered cabinet chest com- 
plete with original handles.” Such things happen still, 
and the observant collector can, though of course not so 
often as formerly, rescue a good antique from oblivion. 
Such specimens as these however are seldom in really 
fine condition: and it is with really fine things that Mr. 
Symonds is mainly concerned. ‘ Fine’”’ condition implies 
not only residence in a good house, but care and diligent 
dusting and polishing from the time the article was joined 
to the present day. Mr. Symonds therefore exposes the 
wiles of the more advanced faker who seeks, with patience 
and expenditure of time and money, to turn out a specimen

to which a high price may plausibly be attached. In this 
connection the author presents for our guidance the different 
kinds of furniture—oak, walnut, mahogany, lacquered 
furniture, satinwood, and so on—and the various methods 
called for in spuriously reproducing them. The faker who 
makes an entirely new piece for example generally fails 
in such an obvious and important matter as proportion. 
The new thing he concocts is definitely mean in appearance : 
neither art nor loving craftsmanship has gone into the 
work—only a love of pocket. Better forgeries are con- 
structed from bits of two or more old pieces. But the 
forger always goes wrong somewhere, and a close .study 
of this admirable work will show the reader many, if not 
all, of the signs by which he may distinguish the “ right ”’ 
from the “‘ wrong.’’ Colour and patina are after all the 
surest guides, and Mr. Symonds elaborates with scrupulous 
care the various dodges dishonestly employed to counterfeit 
old colours, and explains how and why they are never 
ultimately and permanently convincing, even if they take 
in the fairly experienced eye at the first glance.

Her opulent colour, her packed and rhythmical composi- 
tion, her sense of design, her humour are all unusual. 
When she attempts to be grim she is too facile and repeats 
old commonplaces ; and when she deserts her own crowded, 
singing method she treads uncertainly in the spaces left 
to her imagination. She is indeed more fanciful than 
imaginative, and more whimsical than inventive. Still 
her pictures are extraordinarily fresh and amusing, and 
make this book a most unusual volume. But—what are 
they doing in ‘ Ecclesiasticus”»? That book, with its

reasoned argument, its definite outlook on life, its hortatory 
method demands (if it is to be illustrated at all) very 
different work from that of Miss Brunton’s. Her illustra- 
tions are too often irrelevant and seldom really in keeping 
with the spirit of the text. We can however say for them 
that they are interesting and brilliantly clever.

their honesty, but they 
at the same time 
blackened unduly a 
title which, though 
bad, was not so bad as 
all that. ‘‘ A bandit is 
a man who has laved 
a stain on his pride 
and honour by killing 
the offender.’’ <A 
brigand is one ‘‘ who 
gathers a band of fol- 
lowers about him and 
robs and waylays help- 
less travellers, or at- 
tacks country houses.”’

Endless is the fascination of the Arthurian legend : 
in whatever form we meet it we are delighted in the ancient 
lays, the medi- 
romances, 
in modernisa- 
tions like those 
of Tennyson or 
in the marvel- 
lous pages of 
Malory. So 
deep-rooted is 
the theme in 
myth and folk- 
lore that it 
peers out in the 
unsus- 
pected ways— 
in place names, 
in traditional 
stories, in 
legendary 
anecdotes. Sir 
Edmund 
Chambers has 
given us, in this 
close-packed 
volume, a sur- 
vey of thewhole 
subject of 
the Arthurian 
story in me- 
dieval Europe 
and particular- 
ly in England. 
It is sad to find 
him declare 
that history 
can only give 
a cold response 
when _ asked 
how much fact 
underlies the 
imposing struc- 
ture of the legend—‘‘ most of that legend .. . can be 
no more than the play of imagination about the meagre 
details furnished by’ the Harleian MS. of Nennius. Sir 
Edmund examines and compares all the origins and forms 
of the legends, and brings together an enormous amount 
of data from which the reader can form his own opinion. 
A valuable book, useful to the student, and in no way 
diminishing the zest with which one turns to the lovely 
narrative of Malory.

MENAGERIES, CIRCUSES AND 
THEATRES. 
By E. H. Bostock. 18s. (Chapman «& Hall.) 


Showmanship is in the blood of Mr. E. H. Bostock, for 
he is a great-nephew of the famous George Wombwell. 
It is only natural then that such a man, who has known 
wild animals so long and so well, who has got so thoroughly 
used to handling them, and who seems to have a real love 
for them, should be able to write an interesting story of 
his life among them. Such a life, passed in constant 
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movement from town to town and in the company of 
enormous and potentially dangerous animals like lions and 
elephants, involves not only hard work and even drudgery 
but inevitable physical risks, from which the circus- 
manager has to safeguard not only himself and his assistants 
but his audience. Of such risks Mr. Bostock gives several 
remarkable examples, the most thrilling of which are 
concerned with the accident to “ Lizzie,’’ an African 
elephant, who, having upset a naphtha lamp on to her 
back in the middle of a crowd of people, managed in her 
agonised plungings here and there to avoid trampling on 
children knocked down and spread-eagled in the stampede, 
and with the 
adventure of 
his brother Mr. 
F. C. Bostock, 
who in 1908, 
crawling along 
a Birmingham 
sewer with an 
iron pail on his 
head and his 
jack boots on 
his hands in 
an attempt to 
round up an 
escaped lion, 
found the ani- 
mal and _ suc- 
ceeded in 
driving him to 
a spot where 
slip nooses let 
down from 
above caught 
and secured 
him. Com- 
paredwith such 
happenings the 
experiences 
which Mr. Bos- 
tock encoun- 
tered when he 
sat for a year

Mr. Shepheard-Walwyn rushes in where many fear to 
tread.

“It would be impossible to give anything like an exhaus- 
tive survey of the remains of Norman England within the 
limits of 350 pages; but, it must be said at once, that 
Mr. Weigall’s survey accomplishes about as much as could 
be accomplished within that space. Backed up by some 
fifty selected photographs (which would have been more 
effective perhaps had they been placed more appropriately 
in the text), he gives a brief historical survey of each 
county in turn, and prefaces the whole with a swift and 
graphic summary of the Norman regime in England. The 
book aims at being rather a specialised guide-book than 
a contribution either to history or the study of historic 
monuments ; and as such it admirably fulfils its purpose. 
Mr. Weigall writes cleanly and easily and indulges no 
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romantic whims; if he makes no discoveries he can at 
least be relied upon for his authenticity; and what his 
descriptions lack in vividness his generous supply of 
photographs help to remedy. His book should open the 
eyes of any tourist—as, consisting mainly of newspaper 
articles, it was primarily intended to do—and should do 
much to help the Englishman understand more intelligently 
the heritage that lies at his doors.

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CHINA IN SIGN AND SYMBOL. 


By Louise CRANE. With decorations by KEITH CRANE. 
50s. net. (London: Batsford. Shanghai: Kelly & 
Walsh.) 

Here is a really exquisite book, full of astonishing beauty 
and full to overflowing with every kind of matter-of-fact 
information and mystical or fairy or legendary lore about 
life and manners in China. The theme is the ‘“ Huang 
Tze,’’ which are the devices or signs displayed on shops 
throughout China, and so various and exciting a study do 
they offer that it seems almost incredible that Mrs. Crane 
should be the first person to classify them and endeavour 
to trace their origin and 
significance. And in her 
inquiries, she tells us, she 
found the simplest ques. 
tion about the origin of 
these signs had ‘ power to 
strike dumb the most loqua- 
cious.” Yet these signs 
are so universal that visitors 
to Chinese towns probably 
became so familiar with 
them as to accept them 
without understanding 
them in the least. How- 
ever now we have in a most 
attractive form the results 
of Mrs. Crane’s researches— 
over one hundred reproduc- 
tions of shop emblems in 
their natural rich colours, 
and a lively and informing 
commentary and account of 
each and what each repre- 
sents. The signs them- 
selves are often exceedingly 
beautiful in shape and 
drawing and proportion and 
colour—a real feast to the 
eye and an abiding testi- 
mony to the immemorial 
culture of the country. And 
they serve as texts for a 
compendious description of 
Chinese life, described as 
centring on the shops in 
which the people furnish 
themselves with their 
various wants. Conveni- 
ently divided into chap- 
ters, the book deals with 
wine shops, inns, food shops 
and all the needs of the 
inner man, tailors’ and 
other shops, and we are told 
a great deal of how the 
different wares are made, 
where they come from and 
anecdotes of every kind to 
make the information real 
and vivid. A long section is devoted to death and funeral 
rites which are very important in Chinese life. No essential 
department of work and life in China is left untouched in 
this magnificent volume, emphatically one alike for col- 
lectors and students of Chinese manners.

travelled in a land which once boasted one of the greatest 
civilisations the world has ever known. The remains 
of its archaic art date back thousands of years, and newly 
evacuated sanctuaries testify to the existence of brilliantly 
coloured temples where grotesque idols were worshipped 
and strange religious ceremonies enacted. Of these and 
many other evidences of vanished glory Dr. Gann writes 
with peculiar authority, and with an atmospheric style 
that makes the dead past live. But fascinating as it will 
prove to the serious archeological student, his book is one 
for the general reader as well; for Dr. Gann has much to say 
about the more personal side of his travels, and says it very 
pleasantly. The book is fully illustrated with photographs.

features of the social history of their epoch, vears in which 
Yale College developed under Stiles and Dwight, New 
England’s supremacy declined, Puritanism in the debased 
form of what is now called Fundamentalism revived, and 
the Middle Western areas of the Republic were exploited. 
Being more interested in persons than in movements, a 
psychologist rather than a sociologist, Miss Rourke can 
hardly be said to achieve her aim. Vulgarity and impu- 
dence raised to the highest power were after all the leading 
characteristics of the two younger Beechers, as of Barnum. 
But an epoch so important as the one the author deals 
with, or any other epoch in fact, cannot be disposed of 
under the epithet of vulgar. And we fancy that Miss 
Rourke might have achieved a more convincing synthesis 
if the persons whose characters and careers she analyses 
had been more representative. Greeley is an adequate 
representative of his age, and she presents him admirably. 
But the Beechers, however well dissected—and Miss 
Rourke dissects them with gusto—are too flamboyantly 
individualistic to furnish material for the comparison of 
a character of their times. ‘“‘ Trumpets of Jubilee’ then 
does not lay bare an epoch. But it does lay bare the 
Beechers, more particularly Harriet Beecher Stowe, that 
extraordinary woman who declared that ‘‘God wrote 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’”’ and claimed that she was “ His 
chosen.”’ For this study of Hatty Beecher alone Miss 
Rourke’s book is well worth reading.

history. But “ The 
Theatre in Life’”’ is 
less about the theatre 
than about life ; for 
although throughout 
the book are 
sprinkled paragraphs 
of wisdom which 
| reveal Mr.Evreinoff’s 
intimate knowledge 
bet! | of the theatre, the 
greater part of it is 
devoted to the 
development of a 
theory which hardly 
needed so much labouring. Briefly Mr. Evreinoff maintains 
that the theatre had its origin not in early religious cere- 
monies, nor in the choreographic activities of primitive man 
(as many students of the theatre have claimed) but in the 
instinct of transformation ’’—the impulse to appear to 
be something other than one is. From this nucleus the 
author, with an entertaining pen, elaborates the idea that 
theatricalism is common to all mankind at almost all times 
of the day. ‘‘ The child is always acting. Reality does 
not interest him in the least.’’ In love-making, in soldier- 
ing, in law, in business, in society, a man is always acting. 
From this Mr. Evreinoff draws the conclusion that, as the 
theatre of to-day is so little satisfying, we had better 
abandon it and devote ourselves severally to what he calls 
“the theatre for oneself.’ The scheme is not a little 
vague, although it is expounded at great length, nor do 
the three ‘‘ plays’’ which are suggested for performance 
by oneself make it very clear. Indeed, like many other 
writers on the theatre, Mr. Evreinoff—perhaps out of sheer 
high spirits or perversity—is not a little inconsequent, 
and the very considerable enjoyment and stimulus which

Mr. Gillman has written a book that should take its 


place beside Miss Jane 
Stoddart’s ‘ Private 
Prayer in Christian 
Story,’’ recently re- 
viewed in these 
columns. The two 
volumes dealing with 
the two vital phases of 
worship — intercession 
and praise—are admir- 
ably complementary 
to each other, and not 
only—placed on a bed- 
side shelf—should they 
afford hours of joy 
and inspiration to the 
devout reader, but 
between them they 
supply a fascinating 
outline history of the 
growth of Christianity. 
Mr. Gillman’s method 
is similar to Miss Stod- 
dart’s. He quotes 
freely from the great 
hymns, she from 
the great prayers, of 
Christendom, and fur- 
nishes the historical, 
biographical and anec- 
dotal matter needed to 
link his quotations into 
a sustained record of 
development. No 
living writer could 
better have performed 
the task. Mr. Gillman 
is an enthusiast in 
whom zeal is matched 
by erudition, and so 
picturesque and charm- 
ing is his style that 
his book will delight 
many students of 
social history who 
have no_ particular 
interest in hymns as 
such.

The conclusion of the 
authorised English edition 
of Anatole France brings 
us to a survey of the 
greatest compliment that 
has been paid by English 
letters to a contemporary 
French writer.

exhaustive, and it is less as a serious treatise than as a state- 
ment of personal ideas and references that his book should 
be read. As such it is extraordinarily interesting and 


entertaining. Mr. Forster is a writer of elusive and 
fascinating individuality, and he expresses himself 
in a racy style that always has the virtue of the 
unexpected. He is intensely provocative, and lovers 
of Scott and Meredith in especial will find them- 
selves taking up the cudgels against him. But he 
is always stimulating, as when he says that daily 
life is composed of two lives—the life in time and 
the life by values. ‘‘ I only saw her for five minutes, 
but it was worth it.’’ In that sentence, Mr. Forster 
argues, “‘ you have both allegiances in a single 
sentence ’’ ; and, while the primitive story concerns 
itself only with the life in time, “ the entire novel— 
if it is a good novel—includes the life by values as 
well.” This leads on to another good point: that 
the people in fiction are better known to us than the 
real people of everyday acquaintance. We only 
know our flesh and blood friends approximately, by 
external signs. ‘‘ But people in a novel can be 
understood completely by the reader, if the novelist 
wishes ; their inner as well as their outer life can 
be exposed ; we are told all about them that can 
be told; even if they are imperfect or unreal 
they do not contain any secrets, whereas our 
friends do and must.’’ Mr. Forster’s brilliant little 
book bristles with suggestive arguments, and, while 
making capital reading, it will quicken the reader’s 
own critical faculty.

Marett contributes an introduction—she has embodied the 
mass of her preliminary information in such a form that 
to the intelligent person (as distinct from the specialist) it 
is of absorbing interest. She deals with Egyptian customs, 
trades, superstitions, festivals, folk-tales—in short, with 
those things which most help to explain to the Westerner 
the intricate workings of the mind of one of the oldest 
civilisations in the world. Let not the prospective reader 
fear science and statistics laid on with a trowel—here 
are simplicity and sympathy, humour and a forthright 
manner of speech; rare constituents, perhaps, in a book 
of this sort. 

Miss Blackman was doubtless helped in her researches 
—for the anthropological field-investigator must be either 
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alertly silent or able very powerfully to enlist the confi- 
dence of his or her informants—Miss Blackman was 
doubtless helped by the reputation for marvellous healing 
which she everywhere earned or which preceded her on 
her journey. Wherever she travelled came crowds to seek 
her aid, and there must be many folk in those remote 
villages who bless her name. Now she appeals for the 
means of con- 
tinuing her investi- 
gations; they 
ought to be forth- 
coming, if only to 
enable her to con- 
tinue her work of 
spreading health 
among the sick 
and the ignorant. 
The rest—no less 
important — will 
follow.

The York family, many members of whom we meet 
in this really engaging volume, is that which for genera- 
tions has occupied “ the old official house of the Treasurer 
of York Minster, situated to the north-east of the great 
Cathedral,” and the historian is the wife of the present 
owner of that delectable and storied residence. The story 
is mainly that of Mr. William Gray (1751-1845), areligious 
minded young solicitor who went to York in 1772, and from 
a salary of sixty pounds a year put aside one-fifth for 
charity ! He and his wife, Faith, are the principals of the 
volume, and in their story, their letters and diaries, we get 
many lights on the religious, political, social life of their 
period. In the midst of the record comes the son, Jona- 
than Gray (1779-1837), a lively and entertaining letter- 
writer, who as it will be seen predeceased his father, and 
his correspondence is particularly pleasant reading. 
Though many of the diary entries are necessarily ‘‘ small- 
beer chronicles ’’ the whole atmosphere of the book is of a 
kind that makes us glad that Mrs. Gray included them. 
The book is indeed a very welcome addition to those 
family records which not only afford engaging reading to 
many of us, but go to form a mass of the most valuable of 
materials for the social history of the period with which 
it deals.

to the Air Minister’s 
story of his flying tour 
to India and to Colonel 
Lindbergh’s account of 
his flight from America 
to France. There is a 
delightful episode, re- 
corded by Colonel 
Lindbergh, which 
symbolises the dwarfing 
of the earth since the 
coming of the air age. 
| Towards the end of his 
lone journey across the 
Atlantic he came sud- 
denly upon some fishing 
vessels and knew he 
must, at long last, be 
nearing land. He 
throttled back his 
engine, dived within a 
few feet of one of the 
ships and_ shouted, 
““Which way is Ire- 
land?” But Atlantic 
fishermen have not yet 
acquired the encyclo- 
pedic readiness of a 
Piccadilly policeman, 
and Lindbergh’s 
question—which should 
become classic — went 
unanswered. 

Major Turner, who is 
a well known writer on 
aeronautical matters, 
was himself one of the 
earliest pilots in England, 
and he lived in the centre 
of many of the events, 
now become historic, which 
he describes. Although 
there may be little that 
is new in his story, it is 
written with an intense 
personal touch which gives 
the reader a feeling of 
sympathy, even of 
intimacy, with the pioneers, 
some still with us _ but 
many, alas! no more. He 
recaptures the wayward 
yet purposeful enthusiasm 
of those early days, and 
sometimes we rub our 
eyes in wonder at the 
easy scepticism or jeering 
indifference which that 
enthusiasm aroused. Major 
Turner’s accounts of his 
own flights, especially 
those made in balloons, 
including the record” 
trips from London to 
Sweden (703 miles) and 
to Russia (1,117 miles), 
make particularly good 
reading. 

The air route from 
Croydon to Delhi,;plotted 
for the Secretary of State 
for Air, covered 6,124 miles. 
The journey, the} first 
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flight to India in a civil 
aviation machine, was 
begun on Boxing Day, 
December 26th, and ended 
on January 8th. Except 
for one day lost at Jask, 
owing to severe sand- 
storms, the whole trip 
was carried out in accord- 
ance with a strictly drawn 
up time-table which 
included official discussions 
on the way and _ inspec- 
tions of Royal Air Force 
units. One of the passen- 
gers in the aeroplane was 
the Minister’s wife (who 
contributes an introduc- 
tion to the book and who 
was incidentally the first 
woman to fly to India). 
The interest in flying 
which the regularity and 
apparent effortlessness of 
the flight aroused through- 
out India, was enhanced 
by the part played by 
Lady Maud. What better 
propaganda than her mere 
presence could there be for 
the safety and comfort of 
such a journey ? 

The flight of course did 
not end at Delhi. Sir 
Samuel Hoare went on, in 
a service aeroplane, for a 
quick tour of inspection 
of the units on the north- 
west frontier, and then the 
party returned in the

His 
rise was rapid. Soon he was 
acting as foreign sub-editor ; 
and in 1878, being then in 
his thirtieth year, he suc- 
ceeded Dr. Abel as Berlin 
Correspondent. He held that 
important post—one of the 
blue ribands of journalists— 
for thirteen years. 

Mr. Lowe’s relations with 
The Times were very happy 
for a long time. He was in 
high favour with the powers 
that were, his salary of £600 
when he went to Berlin on 
trial being raised to £1,000 
later, with a liberal allow- 
ance for expenses.

and popular summaries of 
an almost wholly mythical 
“science”? about the story 
of mankind’s beginnings. 
The general reader will be 
interested, and may 
have his mind illuminated 
by this attractive series of 
essays, which are intended 
to enhance the interest of 
everyday things like the 
calendar, the processes of 
agriculture and our social 
habits by relating them to 
their remote origins.

It is true that more than 
one opinion is possible as 
to the choice of a general 
editor whose opinions on 
unsettled and possibly un- 
solvable problems like the 
origin of civilisation are so 
definite and controversial 
as Professor Elliot Smith’s 
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are known to be. But since there is no finality in 
scientific conclusions, let us have intelligent theories and 


attractive presentation by all means, and trust to the ever- . 


strengthening circulation of ideas to correct a prejudice 
made popular here or a truth blurred there. It is only 
fair to add that Messrs. Gompertz, Hooke and Massing- 
ham are as little controversial and theoretical as they can 
be within limits which render a quick generalisation 
necessary occasionally. Whether Egypt is so surely the 
source of all that makes for civilisation, as Mr. Gompertz 
implies, or whether Mr. Massingham’s very attractive 
picture of prehistoric man is more romantic than scientific 
(notwithstanding his masters, Professors Elliot Smith and 
W. J. Perry), are surely questions of secondary importance 
in a series which will certainly have a great educational 
value if it wins the popularity which it promises to deserve. 
Any texts which lend force to such a sermon as Mr. Massing- 
ham concludes with should indeed be sown like seed in the 
mind of to-day, for Mr. Massingham tells us plainly : 

“It is certain indeed that unless Western civilisation can 
arrest its present drift and modify its present institutions into 
closer harmony with human values, it must revert into a 
barbarism the consequences of which have been so plainly writ 
in the records of earlier civilisations. But that barbarism 
will produce vastly more injurious effects in ratio to the far 
more complicated interactions of modern communities, combined 
with delicacies of adjustment unknown to the ancient world.” 

Nobody deserves the name of citizen who is too lazy 
and incurious to make any contribution to human society’s 
sense of direction. bom.

If a hundred persons were asked 
casually what books Mrs. Hodgson 
Burnett wrote, probably seventy- 
five would begin with “‘ Little Lord 
Fauntleroy,” and at least fifty 
would smile a very superior smile. 
But in “ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” 
in spite of the long hair and 
velvet suits that provoke to im- 
patience the English mind to-day, 
there was that ‘grain’ to be 
found, added to the sentimentality 
and added to that power for telling 
a vivid story. There are, too, 
several things we should in justice 
remember. Firstly, that it was 
the first of its kind, it was not 
a mawkish copy; secondly, that 
underneath the velvet and lace 
the boy Cedric was sturdy and 
unself-conscious; thirdly, that 
popularity leads to ridicule almost 
invariably, and only a_ steady- 
minded critic can ignore the ridicule 
and judge the thing itself. The 
story was not intended to be a 
serious |novel; it was written for 
her own boys. With most English 
men and women of the twentieth 
century sentiment has become a 
thing to be slain, or ignored, or 
scorned, and this has led to a 
nervousness which is 
almost as much a sign 
of artificiality as is senti- 
mentality itself, that 
excess of emotion. Mrs. 
Hodgson Burnett often 
erred on the side of 
sentimentality, but for 
a woman, the key-note 
of whose nature was 
“ affection,”’ this was 
very easy.

number from George I’s reign all through 
the period, and in this comparatively small 
total the twenty-six or so bishops were a 
more appreciable factor than they are to- 
day. So the ecclesiastical patronage was a 
carefully considered part of the Govern- 
ment’s policy; and bishops were chosen for 
the serving of the Prime Minister rather 
than the service of Heaven. Some of the 
lay peers were more devout than their 
spiritual companions; thus one earl was 
named “ psalm-singing Dartmouth ”’ because 
he “openly talked about religion in the 
evangelical manner,’’ and he became one of 
George III's chief favourites ‘‘ because of his 
transparent honesty and high-mindedness.”’ 
It is regrettable to learn that he was “ of 
mediocre abilities.”’ 

Lord Dartmouth’s great friend was the 
Countess of Huntingdon, who added one 
more to the Christian sects and wrote to 
the Duchess of Buckingham, pointing out 
the beauties and advantages of the Method- 
ist faith. The letter she received in reply 
is one of the great historical documents of 
the century; and is as certain a sign that 
the downfall of the Lords was near as the 
death of the Gracchi denoted the end of 
the Roman Republic. As her Grace said : 
““It is monstrous to be told that you have a 
heart as sinful as the common wretches that 
crawl on the earth.’’ All ruling classes 
come to an end when they cannot any 
longer bear to hear the truth.

a comparison with ‘‘ Memories of Forty-Eight Years’ 
Service ’’ recently published from the pen of Sir Horace 
Smith-Dorrien. Without proceeding too far with the 
comparison it may be said that as General Lyttelton was 
too old to serve in the Great War he has not the advantage 
of being able to show such an interesting ‘‘ close-up ’’ as 
Le Cateau. Nor has he such a dramatic opening as the 
disaster of Isandhlwana. Common to both volumes is 
the South African War, in which Sir Neville really made 
his name. We owe him a grudge here, for a commander of 
his experience must know that a description of the fight- 
ing in Natal unaccompanied by a map is unintelligible to 
the layman, and caviare even for those who were “ out 
there ’’ twenty-eight years ago. Who now remembers the 
relative positions of Hlangwane and Vaal Kranz or can 
bear in mind the meandering convolutions of the Tugela ? 
There are, too, some rather irritating inaccuracies. Thus 
there never was such a regiment as “‘ The Queen’s West 
Yorks ’’ and Paardeburg is not the way the name of the 
scene of the surrender of Cronje is spelt. 

Nevertheless, even with the omission of the maps, we 
declare that ‘‘ Eighty Years ”’ is a delightful record of a 
soldier's service in four continents. Those who have 
had the good fortune to serve under Sir Neville will look 
for a volume sparkling with humorous sallies; and they 
will not be disappointed. Unlike so many generals who 
in their reminiscences are apt to regard themselves as suns 
in their solar systems, General Lyttelton errs perhaps on the 
side of modesty. His book is the record of a gallant old 
soldier who never made an enemy during his whole service 
within the army.

They also 
show that after all these years there are still in- 
numerable problems to be solved, that even such 
a skilled, patient and devoted student as Mr. 
Selous is unable to explain much. Thanks to the 
display of birds during the courting season, the 
average person has been led to believe that it is 
always the male who is the ardent wooer. He has 
not realised that in some birds both sexes are 
decorated. Mr. Selous shows him that the lady 
can, and does, woo persistently and successfully. 
Of the author's literary style little need be said be- 
yond the fact that it sometimes delights the reader 
who is also the student to such an extent that he 
has to retrace his steps and go over the same 
ground again, this time as student rather than as 
reader. There isa pathetic note about Mr. Bentley 
Beetham’s well produced volume, for it tells of 
beautiful birds that are no longer with us, save 
as occasional visitors—of avocets and spoonbills, 
godwits and stilts and buff-backed herons. Both 
he and Mr. T. A. Coward have recently visited the 
marismas of the Guadalquiver in Spain, where 
many of our banished birds find safe asylum, Like 
Mr. Selous he has studied the avocet on those wide, 
flat stretches of mixed mud and sand known as the 
“‘polders ’’ of Holland. To read of the avian beauty 
of these districts alone is to make one long for 
the return of the natives.

primeval history, and others as an ideal tale.’’ The 
drift of the moral becomes increasingly apparent when 
we are told that the domesticated animals adjusted 
themselves more easily to the new conditions than 
their ‘‘ tyrants.”” There soon follow attacks on vacci- 
nation, birth control, and other institutions of our 
modern world that strike the author as being artificial 
and corrupt. This too explicit and sometimes bitter 
sermonising detracts from the enjoyment of what is 
in many ways an ingenious and readable tale.

A valuable 
Old Master is stolen while a fancy dress dance is in progress, 
and the hero and heroine, who are merely visitors for the 
event, give chase to the thief in garb most unsuitable for 
the occasion. There it is, but in Mr. Browne’s vividly 
imaginative way of telling it, it occupies 312 pages, each 
packed with ludicrous situations, witty retorts and in- 
ventiveness almost amounting to genius. The flashlight 
photographs of the characters too are eloquent and 
vigorous. Misunderstandings naturally abound; in fact 
they form the principal ingredient, Peter’s well-meaning

Morning Post, has had an excellent press. Mr. Arnold Palmer in The Sphere says: “‘ If there is a better bcok on the 
films, I don’t know it’”’; Mr. St. John Ervine gave a two-column review in The Observer to “ this very informative 
book ’’; and Mr. James Agate, in The Daily Chronicle, calls it ‘‘ an admirable book.’ So there is not much left for the 
publisher to say !

Henry Baerlein’s “ MARIPOSA ON THE WAY ” has had most excellent notices 
in Punch and elsewhere; and Lillian Rogers’s fine novel ‘‘ THE ROYAL CRAVATTS ” (a curious title !) has been 
praised by the Times Literary Supplement as “ an exceptionally thoughtful and sympathetic study of a family of Jewish 
emigrants in New York.””

developed into a huge city. The first part deals with the 
rise and fall of the Magnificent Ambersons, a wealthy family 
who dominated their home town. After the fall of the 
Ambersons, another important family, the Sheridans, 
rose in power, and the second part of ‘‘ Growth ”’ describes 
the family life of these magnates in fullest detail. The 
character of ‘‘ Bibbs,’’ the odd one of the family, who 
resented the encroachment of machinery, is admirably 
drawn ; at twenty-two he “ was physically no more than 
the outer scaffolding of a man, waiting for the building to 
begin.”’ In time Bibbs too was drawn into the turmoil of 
the city. The third part of the book deals with the 
Oliphant family, under whose reign the town grows still 
more, until all the familiar landmarks are covered up. 
‘Growth ”’ is a very remarkable book; it is more than a 
novel; it is the history of a period.

The advance which Mr. Martin 
Armstrong has made in his latest 
novel is such as to excite the liveliest 
expectations of his future.

life and freedom, marries an old man and falls 
in love with her stepson. It is a theme which 
invites melodrama and which melodrama would 
utterly mar. Mr. Armstrong humanises it very 
movingly and with that justice to all of the 
characters concerned which is only possible to 
an artist who can both live in and outside his 
characters. Occasionally perhaps he is too 
detached to charge a situation with as much 
reality as it demands, but the personalities of 
Kate Humphrey, striving so hopelessly to 
sanctify her youth with happiness; of David, 
whose blood flows so sweetly and self-sufficiently 
in his veins; and of Old Ben, attractive in all 
but his senile amorousness, are finely realised. 
So too is the life of the farm, calm and un- 
hurrying, and ‘the succession of the seasons 
through and in which they move. It is a story 
as beautiful and inevitable in the desire which it 
brings to birth as in the frustration which death 
only can resolve. 
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and retard the develop- 
ment of a situation which 
is sufficiently charged with 
horror to make the flesh of 
the most hardened creep. 
Five people are marooned 
during a night of thunder, 
landslides and flood, in an 
old house in a remote corner 
of Wales. It is occupied by 
a decayed family who are 
all in different degrees dis- 
torted and sub-human, and 
one of whom is a danger- 
ous lunatic. Mr. Priestley 
creates and gradually in- 
tensifies an atmosphere of 
evil and corruption with 
great skill, and he invests 
his marooned men with a 
capacity for going to meet 
danger half-way, even if it 
entails leaving their women- 
folk perilously exposed, 
which is of great assistance 
to the satanic forces. Apart 
however from its excellence 
as a thriller, his book con- 
tains five characters who, 
though superficially drawn, 
do mirror the contemporary 
consciousness from different 
angles, and are agreeably 
human.

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SOME BOOKS FOR GIRLS. 


Time was when we were accustomed to say that the 
day of girls’ books was past or was passing, since the 
modern girl preferred books written for her brothers rather 
than books written for herself. It would be just as true 
to say that the modern little girl prefers her brother’s 
soldiers and mechanical toys to her dolls and their belong- 
ings. It is certainly true that the formula for girls’ books 
has altered, and considerably for the better. Girls’ books 
used to be a weariness, and indeed the popular books for 
boys were much the same. Now there is no reason for a 
boy to hold his sister’s books in contempt. In the books 
before us there are 
the best elements 
that one used to look 
for and not always 
find in the favourite 
books for boys. It 
is symptomatic of 
the fact that girls no 
longer sit by the 
fireside that these 
books are full of the 
open air, of high 
adventure, of cour- 
age and loyalty, of 
energy and endeav- 
our. And they are 
no longer mere 
stories fancifully 
imagined, but tales 
of real life and real 
girls and their ad- 
ventures. 

Take for instance 
the first on the pile, 
“Varvara Comes to 
England.’! She 
does come to Eng- 
land as the title and 
jacket promise, but 
not until well on in 
the book. We begin 
with the adventures 
of English girls in 
Paris for the first 
time. Varvara, who 
is of course Russian 
and also a princess, 
comes to their rescue 
when they are lost. 
It is the beginning 
of a friendship easily 
understood.

through other eyes. The girl who gets this among her 
Christmas gifts will follow Varvara’s adventures to the 
end and close the book wishing there were more of them. 

Two books come from Ethel Talbot, a name well known 
to girls, and both these books are sure of a warm welcome. 
‘““ Jan at Island School ’’? is a modern school story in the 
best sense of the word, as the heroine is in the same sense 
a modern schoolgirl. Here are adventures in plenty, by 
land and sea, hidden treasure, high tides, haunted islands. 
A good many brothers may reverse the old way and borrow 
this book from their sisters. They will not be disappointed 
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in the adventures which keep up their thrill to the very 
end. The second, ‘‘ Twenty-six Ethel Talbot Stories for 
Girls,’’* provides a splendid variety. Stories of school 
and home life, mystery stories, one of loyalty and service 
for Prince Charlie. (By the way, one does miss the historical 
stories which taught more history than most history books, 
and gave such a scope for the writer of adventure. Who 
has decreed their banishment ? Have they lost their 
fascination for these modern girls?) There is something 
for every taste in this book, and it would be a pity to miss 
any one of the twenty-six stories. 

‘“ The Cousins of Falkland ’’* is altogether original and 
as much a story of and for boys as girls. Hugh, the cousin 
of Joe and Peggotty, 
is a charming 
character and really 
lives. Grown-ups as 
well as younger 
people will find it 
hard to put this book 
down until they solve 
the mystery of the 
missing picture 
which meant so 
much to everyone at 
Falkland. There are 
beautiful descrip- 
tions of the moors 
and mountains of the 
Lake District. Miss 
Wilson Wilson makes 
her characters come 
really alive. 

Miss Wynne is well 
known as a writer 
for girls, and ‘“‘ Jean 
Plays Her Part ’’® is 
a splendid school 
story. Anyone who 
has tried to do the 
same thing knows 
the difficulties of this 
particular kind of 
girls’ story. Miss 
Wynne has certainly 
surmounted them.

Here is the third volume of old nursery rhymes 
set to music by Dr. Richard Terry, all ready for its 
place on the nursery bookshelf. Every normal child 
absorbs his nursery rhymes as a matter of course 
and of delight. But not every child hitherto has 
absorbed at the same time a tune with every rhyme. 
It was a splendid idea that came to Dr. Terry, for 
although such rhymes as ‘“‘ Three Blind Mice’”’ and 
““Who Killed Cock Robin?’ have their own and 
unforgettable airs, the majority have no such double 
appeal. Simplicity, a very charming simplicity, 
underlies each tune, and although we should have 
enjoyed the higher, questioning note at the end of 
the line ‘‘ Which is the way to London Town?”

NORMAN GREGOR GUTHRIE 


(JoHN CRICHTON) 


HE publication a few weeks ago of Archi- 
bald Lampman’s “Lyrics of Earth,” 
a volume containing his Sonnets and 
Ballads, was a notable event in a Canadian pub- 
lishing season which saw the first publication 
of many distinguished Canadian books. Lamp- 
man died nearly thirty years ago, and the issue 
of such a volume at this time, therefore, is an 
extraordinary tribute to the value and enduring 
quality of his poetry, and an evidence that Cana- 
dian literature is acquiring a background of 
splendid achievement and tradition.

of Lampman’s works. He believes, and there are 
many who believe with him, that a large percent- 
age of Lampman’s work will stand with the best 
examples of poetry in the English language, and 
that he has achieved a “ sure and distinct place 
in English letters.”

It was after the death of his parents that Conrad, 
then a boy of fifteen, expressed his wish to go to sea, 
and in spite of the dissuasion of others, he went. 
His seafaring career may be said to have lasted for 
fifteen years—from 1874 to 1889—and during that 
period he saw parts of the world and passed through 
experiences from which his genius wrought the fine 
gold which he worked into his romances. 

Cruising off Marseilles with Provengal pilots ; 
voyaging to the West Indies in a sugar trader; carry- 
ing contraband on behalf of the Carlists, in a wide- 
winged sailing-boat in the Mediterranean; voyaging 
on a steamer to the sea of Azov; sailing on a Lowestoft 
collier; making trips to Australia, first before the 
mast and then as an officer; sailing thereafter to 
Madras, to Java and on ships trading on the coasts 
of Borneo and Celebes ; commanding a barque running 
between Australia and the Malay Archipelago, and 
thereafter a river-steamer on the Congo—thus Conrad

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(6) A may lie outside the line FG altogether, in which case FG produced 
beyond G must, in consequence of result 2 above, either 

(i) meet the circles in a point common to both, or 

(ii) meet the circles in two points, of which that which is on the inner 
circle is nearer to G than the other is. 


(a) is then proved to be impossible by means of the fact that the radius of the 
inner circle is less than the radius of the outer. 
(4) (ii) is Euclid’s case ; and his proof holds equally of (4) (i), the hypothesis, 
namely, that D and # in the figure coincide. 

Thus all alternative hypotheses are successively shown to be impossible, 
and the proposition is completely established. 

I think, however, that this procedure may be somewhat shortened in the 
following manner. 

In order to make Euclid’s proof absolutely conclusive we have only (1) to 


take care to produce FG beyond G, the centre of the “inner” circle, and then . 


(2) to prove that the point in which FG so produced meets the “inner” circle 
is not further from G than is the point in which it meets the other circle. 
Euclid’s proof is equally valid whether the first point is nearer to G than the 
second or the first point and the second coincide. 

If FG produced beyond G does not pass through 4, there are two

conceivable hypotheses: (a) 4 may lie on GF produced beyond F, or (4) 4 
may be outside /G produced either way. In either case, if FG produced 
meets the ‘‘inner” circle in D and the other in H, and if GZ is greater than 
GH, then the “inner” circle must cut the “outer” circle at some point 
between A and. D, say X. 

But, if two circles have a common point X lying on one side of the line of 
centres, they must have another corresponding point on the other side of the 
line of centres. This is clear from 11. 7, 8; for the point is determined by 
drawing from / and G, on the opposite side to that where X is, straight 
lines FY, GY making with FD angles equal to the angles DFX, DGX 
respectively. 

Hence the two circles will have at least three points common: which is 
impossible. 

Therefore GD cannot be greater than GH; accordingly GD must be 
either equal to, or less than, GH, and Euclid’s proof is valid. 

The particular hypothesis in which FG is supposed to be in the same 
straight line with 4 but G is on the side of / away from 4 is easily disposed 
of, and would in any case have been left to the reader by Euclid. 

For GD is either equal to or less than GH. 

Therefore GD is less than FH, and therefore less than FA. 

But GD is equal to GA, and therefore greater than FA: which is 
impossible.
